On the other hand, 
the Receipts from the Crown Lands in Ireland are brought into the General Account of the Commissioners 
of Woods, &e., nud do not appear as part of the Income of Ireland. Tho amount received from Rents and 
other sources of Land Revenue in Ireland in 1850 was 60,078/. 0s. 4d. 

The Income of the Post Office in Ireland for 1850 fell short of its Expenditure by 43,647/. 6s. Id. • the 
Post Office in Great Britain made good the deficiency— [See Finance Accounts, No. i.36, Sess, 1851.]
